PROTEST OF THE MINORITY

Presented in the House of Represen
tatives on the 23d inst.,

AGAINSTTHE EXPUNGING RES
OLUTIONS.

The undersigned Members of the
House of Representatives, dissent
from, and Protest against the follow
ing Preamble and resolutions, which
passed the Houston the 23d Decem
ber, 1135.

Whereas, the SenateV the United
States did, on the 28th dsy of March,
1834, by Resolution declare, 'that the
President, in the late executive pro
ceedings in relation to the revenue,
has assumed' bpon himself authority
and power not conferred by the Con
slitution and laws, but in derogation
bf both." And whereas, the same
was Spread upon the journals ofthe
aenaicr oi me united states, a mani-
fest Usurpation ofthe impeaching pow
er ofthe HoWbr Representative's,
as well as a dangerous invasion ofthe
righls of ihe Executive, boih, as such,
and as a cltften of ihe Republic.

And, whereas, (he President, op
theipassage of the resoVutien 'aforesaid
caused lo be hid before Ihe Senate his
protest agiinst it, requesting (he inter
(ion thereof upon Ihe journals of thai
body; and whereas the Senate did re
fuse compliance wilh such just and
reasonable request. And, whereas,
if the said act of (he Senate be per-
mitted to pass uncensured, a prece
dent would thereby be established,
founded in Usjrpation and injustice,
and subversive ofthe first principle
of a Free Government the ri;lit of
the vilest criminal to meet his accu
sen face to face, and be heard in his
oWn defence.

And, whereas, the people of Ihe
State of Ohio require and demand of
their Representatives in the Legisla-
ture assembled, a solemn and decided
expression of disapprobation of the
said act of the Senate, Therefore,

1. Resolved, by the General Jis
scmbly the Slide of Ohio, That
the said resolution ofthe Sjnate and
the action had thereon by that Body,
were without precedent gross"assump
(ion of power not conferred by the
Cons(i(ution and Isws. but in Violation
of the spirits of both.

2. Resolved, That the Senators
representing in Congress of this Slate,
be and Ihey hereby are instructed ttrld

required to vote for the expunging of
the resolutions aforesaid, from the
journals of the Senate

3. Resolved, That we believe the
right of inttruction one df the funda-
mental principles' of a representative
government, and essentially necessa-sar-

to the purity and siability of our
republican institutions; and that in
case the agents of the people ire una-
ble to obey the instruction of their re-

spective constituents, it is their sol-

emn duty to resign the power entrust
ed td (hem into the hands' of those
who gave it.

4. Reiolved, That the Governor" of
this State be requested to transmit to
etch of the Senators aforesaid, a co-

py of these resolutions; also a copy lo
the President and Vice President of
the U. States.

5. Resolved, That in consideration
of the distinguished relation in which
the Hon. Thomas H, Benton, one of
the Senators' in Congrejs from the
State or Missouri, sttndt to the tub'
feet of the foregoing resolutions, the
Governor of this State be tlso reouest
ed to trsntfmit a copy or these resoltf
lions to that Senator.

The grounds of dissent snd protest,
the undersigned present, ss follows.'

The Preamble is exceptionable,
it siales that the resolution which

is ebught to be eXDunired from this
Journals ol Ihe Senate of the United
Stales, contains "a declaration unau
thoristed by faett, and' that the adop-
tion of said resolution Was a manifest
usurpation ofthe impeaching potter
ot tne tiouse oi ueprenniativej. at

rhat petitioners hive Wave to withdraw1
their papers,1 etc

Mr Patterson suggested that it would
be better to let the resolution stand as it

is, and for the gentleman' (rom Ross to

move an exception in favor of (he 'Bank
o'Scioto.' The sense ofthe Seriate could

thus be tested on each application' in

turn.
MrTaylor corrcurred'in this mode, and

said he would purtuethi course with the
Centre Bank.

THE WAR IN FLORIDA.
From the Globe.

We understand that Major General
Scott wat ordered last week to Flori-
da, to take tho General direction qf the
operations in thai quarter, and Vv.lih

full authority to call upon the Execu-
tives of South Carolina, Georgia, Ala-

bama, and Florida, for whatever mifi
lia force may be necessary. He has
been directed to push the campaign in
the most, vigorous manner, and to re-

duce the Indians to unconditional sub-

mission.

We further learn that the disposa
ble regular forqe which can properly
be moved is either in Florida ot on
the Way. The garrisons on the fea-coa- st

have either been aent there, or
have been reduced to the smallest prac
ticable number. Circumstances have
rendered necessary the removal of the
6th regiment from Jefferson Barracks
to the Mexican frontier, and General
Gaines has been ordered to, proceed
thereto take the command in that
quarter. Our army is scattered over
an immense frontier, and the posts it
occupies along the Indian line cannot
be withdrawn. With ajmost certainly
leading to Indian: disturbances.

We understand that such is the na-

ked state of the sesbord, that there is
not a soldier at Boston, nor one be-

tween Philadelphia and the ocean.

sustained by even circumstantial ev i

deoce. For a redress of grievances,
the enactment of laws, or indetd for
any legislative action required by the
People, the ordinary manner of ad-

dressing the General Assembly s by
petition or memorial. Occasionally,
the Representatives is instructed by
his constituents in their primary as-

semblies. Again, when, throughout
the State, a question of vital impor-
tance to the community is in agitation
during; a canvass, the election for mem
bersof the Legislature may turn upon
that question, and the majority may
consider thom.elves as inslructed in
advance. If the People of Ohio have
moved the first step in any manner lo
"demahd and require" of the Legis-
lature and expression of the charac-
ter embodied in the Resolutions, the
undersigned have yet to be informed
ofil by some evidence more aat isfaclo
ry than naked assertion. Not a single
memorial has been presented to the
House, nor have the resolutions of a
jingle popular meeting been exhibit-
ed, to susisin the declaration: and the
undersigned wills iy, that, in their
belief, "fads" will not warrant the
assumption that the elections for mem
bers of the Legislature in October last
were goVerned in any degree of, or
action upon, the foregoing Resolution
or any of a like kind. .

Tho second Resolution is the only
one in the series which the undersign
ed deem important to protest against.
It is still more objectionable than the
i'leamble because, in the plainest
language, it asserts the right of, (his
Legislature to instruct and require
the Senators in Congress from 0-h- io

to do an act which, it is confident-
ly believed, would be unconstitution-
al, instruction oi our Senators by
the Legislature, if intended ss advice
is conceived to Come perfectly within
the . pale of the powers delegated .by
the Constitution of the State; but the
principle sssumed oi a right in the
Slate Legislature lo control by author
itative mandate the action of our Sen-

ators, acting as they do under distinct
grant of power delegated by the Peo-

ple, and the assertion of a correspon-
dent duly on their pari, either to

obey the mandate or resign their seats
is as novel in the legislative action bf
this State, as It is contradictory to Ihe
principles of the Federal Constitution
and express provision of the Consti-

tution of Ohio,
the 23th section of the 8th article

of ihe Constitution, is in these words:
'To guard against the transgression

of the HIGH POWERS Which we
have delegated, we declare that sll
powers not hereby delegated remain
with ihe People."

The undersigned believe that the
right of instruction has been reserveil
by the People, and that every at-

tempt to deprive them of that right is
a violation of the Constitution.
